Certain it is if the son of J$|>eurmint 
g<ws to the iHist he will have a host of admirers after his clean cut victory over Roamer in the Saratoga 
Cup. The distamv will suit Johren. There are many comi>etent judges wiio consider him the best long- 
distance horse in the country. Johren’s opiHuients tomorrow will likely include War Cloud. Motor ('op, 
I’app. TroinjM" La Mort and probably Lucullite, from the stable of Maj. August Relmont. The Lawrenr-e

RETIREMENT FOR ONE YEAR ONLY 



John Sanford Explains Why He Intends to Dispose 
of His Racing Stable. 

New York. S*‘ptemlH‘r o. — The announcement that 
.lohn Sanford had decided to retire from racing 
was a big surprise to all interested in the siairt. 
When (piestion"d on the subject Mr. Sanford said; 

”lt is a retin-inent for but a .year. Just a year 
from next spring I will la; back on the turf with 
a siring of horses of my own bn-eding. The horses 
I am selling are the ones that have la-en racing 
this year and the ones I had exia-cted to race next 
year. 

“I will sell none of m.v mares or stallions. Over 
in France I have mares, and also in England I have 
othi-rs. while in this country I have the la-st thor- 
oughbred bhsMl I <-«uhl procure down in Kentucky 
and up at Hurricana Farm at Amsterdam.” 

“Rat just why are you selling your racing 
stable;” Jlr. Sanford was asked. ‘’Every one will 
1 h‘ wondering whether you are tired of the sisirt or 
whether you have some fear it will not prosper,” 
was suggested. 

“Certainly I have not tired of the simrt and still 
more certainly I am not afraid for the future of 
racing.” was the repl.v. “I am in more or less of 
a position to know the feelings and conilitions of 
the public, and I know that racing is isipular and 
will ctintinue to grow. -As a business man I might 
seem ftMilish to offer to sell my horses, which 
might go ;it a sacrifice, if there was any doubt 
of the growing impiilarity of racing. Gtmd horses 
are in demand. If I thtmght for a moment that 
g<M>d thoroughbreds might be a drug on the market 
I would not want to sell. I could afford to keep 
ihem and wait for a Ix-tter market, and certainly 
wotihl not want to see any of my friends stuck 
with pro|ierty that I might think would prove un- 
profitibie for them or myself. The crowds which 
have been attending the races all through this and 
last year are enough proof of popularity of the 
siMirt. 

BUSINESS INTERESTS THE CAUSE. 

“-As a matter of fact my business interests cause 
me temporarily to retire from racing. The manage- 
ment of my business requires all my attention. Be- 
cause I will not be able to give racing next year 
all the time it r»’<iuires I will Im- out of it. 

‘’There is a new Liberty Loan coming on, imd I 
not only want to sultscribe all that is exiiected of 
me, but to go further and do more in the way of 
helping from a financial and industrial standpoint. 
'There was a meeting of the board of directors of our 
••oiupauy at -Amsterdam recently and this was the 
unanimous <-onclusion. If the government wants our 
factories they can have them witliout a word of 
protest or hackling over terms.” 

I'p at -\nisterdam the citizenry of the town 
where the Sanford mills have Iteen an institution for 
so iiian.v .years will be sad at (he thought of no 
.Santonl horses running on the turf. 

Mr. Sanford considers it almost as ini|>ortant to 
maintain the breed of horses as any other essential 
industry, and to this end he will keef) on with his 
brccUiug establishment in France, where lie Ims

— An ordinary card, in- 
cluding four races over the straight, course and a 
maiden steeplechase, was offere«l today and pnaluced 
tlie inevitable dis.satisfactioii attendant when horses 
are <-omp<‘Iled to race over the straight course. The 
feature, the Autumn Higlrweight Handicap, was 
marrwl b.v the disqualification of Fairy Wand after 
tlie (’ocliran filly liad nm a spectacular race. The five 
starters ran biinehed to tlie elbow, where Fairy Wand 
Ixdted from the middle of the track to the outside 
rail, first jostling Papp and then carrying Flags 
with her, forcing the Brighton candidate to pull up. 
Hollister and Ima Frank, free from interfen’nce, 
finished near the inside rail. Immediately after the 
finish tlie crowd surged to the judges’ stand, where 
the stewards, after sending for r»ftus. Midgley ami 
Kelsa.v, ordered the dis«|ualifieation of Fairy Wand. 

Only thrw* horses faced the starter in the initial 
flash, and the Kentucky Stable’s Niglitstiek was an 
easy winner. He was ridden by Robinson, wlio took 
lilm to the front with the rise of the harrier, and tlie 
old Rroomstick gelding easily maintained liis advan- 
tage and WHS drawing away at the end. 

'The steeplechase race of the afternoon was for 
maiden jumpers. Moccasin III., a son of Yankee 
and bred in France, carrying the cidors of the Green- 
tree Stable, was installed favorite. He proved a 
gmsl jumper, and was the apparent winner wlieii he 
lost his rider. Tlie winner turned tip in J. H. 
Ix’wis’ Max Meadows. He bad bis work cut out 
for him until reaching tlie eleventh hislgc, where 
his nearest opiMiiient fell, after which he merely 
cantered to the winning line. 

'riie Uncle filly His Sister graduated from tlie 
ranks of tlie maidens when she carriml Frederick 
Johnson’s colors to victory in the third race, a ilash 
of five and a half furlongs for two-year-old 
maidens. His Sister took the center of the trai-k 
and displaying a high order of siieeti ran straight 
and true to win by a wide gap. Pluviadii was sec- 
ond and Dahiuda got the short end of the purse. 

GARBAGE WINS LUCKY RACE.

The hardest fought contest of the iifternoiHi was 
in the last rats’, A. K. MaconiU’r’s War Kiss an 1 
Jefferson Livingston’s Lillian Shaw putting up a 
great stretcli struggle, with the result in doiiht 
until the official placing was annouiits-d. War Kis.'* 
was awarded the verdict. Tlie favorite. Merry 
Princess, lost all chaui-e by being forced to the out- 
side ill the early rniining. 

It looks as if there will be a small field for the 
Lawrence Realization Stakes on Saturday. The onl.v 
probable starters at tliis time are Johren and either 
AVar Cloud or Hand Grenade from the Alaconilier 
stable, with a (lossibility of both going to the ixist. 
Johren lias shown no signs of binieiiess and has done 
all his trainer, James Rowe, has asked of him.

AN EX-AMERICAN'S STUD IN ENGLAND 

Marked Success of Major Waldorf Astor in English 
Racing and Breeding. 

There are few private studs in England more 
select than Major ,\stor’s at Cliveden. It has 
only lieen in existence a few years, hut tlie record 
is renmrkulde, including, as it does, the victories 
of Winki|)op in the One Tlimisand Guineas .and 
Sunny Jane in the Oaks, and the former also won 
the Coronation Stakes at Asi>ot .and the Nassau and 
Sussex Stakes at Gooilwood. M.agpie siieciimbed by 
a head only to Gay Crusader in the Two Thousand 
Guineas, and Blink was second to Gainsborough, the 
winner, curiously enough, being in each ease a 
stable oompnnion. Magpie was only sold to Aus- 
tralia beinuse of the unexpected suspension of 
racing last summer, and it was probably owing to 
the uncertainty prevailing that some of the Cliveden 
.vearlings were sold in the preceding season, among 
them Magpie’s half-brother. Jack Point, which 
bids fair to make up into a good horse. Blink was 
retained, and cnmitensated for his “Blue Riband’’ 
failure by winning the Princess of Wales Stakes, 
after which he fell lame, but the contretemps can- 
not have been serious, for he still goes out with the 
Manton team. It was rejmrted that the colt Imd 
liroken dt»wn. Among otlicr victories credited to 
the “liglit blue and pink sasli’’ wore those of Trols 
Temps ill the Jockey Club Stakes and North Derby, 
of First Si>car iii tlie Bretby Stakes, Falmouth 
Slakes, Nassau Stakes, and Park Hill Stakes, of 
Good and <5ay in the Brethy and Besslsirongh Stakes 
and Pilliwiiikie in the As<-ot Derby. Mirador, which 
was tilled for the St. liOger, won the Kiiigsclere 
Stakes and North Derby, and Scoltie the Red Rose 
Stakes at Manchester. Now in the same colors we 
liave Buchan, winner this season of three rac«*s, 
and so far undefeated; indeed, tlie colt is by many 
sound judges regarded as the liest two-year-old of 
tlie .vear. Sprocket lias only run once, ami Ixird 
Basil and I,ady Baba have yet to make their iip- 
is -a ranee; lint if rumor tells a true tale the son of 
Popinjay is something out of tla- i‘omuioii.

Including the two recent additions. Sunny Jane, 
wliicli lins been mated witli Chancer, and Bukowiiia, 
wliich lias vislteil Hnrr.v of Hereford, tliere are now 
thirteen mares at Hie Cliveden Stud. Conjure, now 
twent.v-tliree years old. Is the dam of Tliird Triek, 
Winkipiip ami Pilliwinkie, she Is liarr*>n to Junior 
and lias lieen sent to Clarissimns. Popinjay, ac- 
quired from I.«rd Rosebery, has produced good win- 
ners ill Gooil and Ga.v, Popingaol, Magpie and Jack 
Point, and lias a brown filly-foal by Ba.vardo. She 
has visited Ijeiiiberg. Maid of tlie Mist, dam of 
Hamoaze and Snnn.v Jane, has a bay colt by Sun- 
star. and goes to him again; Third Trick, dam of 
First Sjiear, has a bay filly by Ijcniberg, ami is 
mated witli Siinstar; Wiiikipop, dam of Blink, a 
Iia.v filly by Pol.vinelns, and has been tried with 
Kwaiig Sii. Other mares at the stud are Mouchette. 
First K|H-:ir (liarren) and Hamoaze, dam of Biicliaii, 
whi«-li lias misseil to Tracery. I can trac-e no rela- 
tive as yet to follow the two-year-old. Good and 
Ga.v has a bay filly by Swynford, and Popingaol 
a bay filly by Valens. These seven foals have al- 
ready lieen nameil as follows: Pompadour (Popinjay 
filly), W. A. A. C. (Goml and Gay filly), Plymstock 
(Winkipop filly). Petite Mouclie (Mouchette fill.v), 
liOiig Suit (Third Trick filly), Craigaii Eran (Maid 
of the Mist colt), and Vaurienne (Popingaol filly).

Lady Miineiister at the third 
remove, wliieli eombines in lierself the blood of tlie 
two famous ehestnut brothers, Stoekwell and Rata- 
plan. Another inti'resting foal, a late one, foaled 
on May 17, is the chestnut or gray filly by Roi 
Herode — Valireii, and therefore sister to the famous 
s|K>tted wonder. The Tetrarcli. Another filly -ftail 
born eurl.v in February is the bay sister to Paiier 
Money, by Greenback — Eppiiig Rose, which follows 
Sir Walter Gilbey’s good two-year-old in regard to 
csilor. A late foal (May 30) is the colt by The 
Tetrarcli— Veiienitioii II. (dam of Craganoiir, Glor- 
vina, etc.). So highly is The Panther thought of 
b.v various gcaid judges tliat it is interesting to 
note that the present foal of his dam, (?ouutess 
Zia, is b.v Sia^aruiint. Tlie I’antlier, of course, is 
by that other great horse, Trac*‘ry. The young 
stallion. Son in I.aiw, wliose first foals came to 
liand this season, shapes like a pure dominant, all 
of his progeny, as far as 1 am aware, lieiiig liays 
or lirowiis.

New York, Septemlier 5. — Andrew Jai'kson Joy- 
ner, who is recognized as a loi*al autliority on 
questions rel;iiing to the F'nglisli turf, was asked 
at Belmont I'ark yesterilay if weights 4*qiuil to till* 
HO iHiiiiids assigned to Billy Kelly for the Adiron- 
dack H.-iiidieap at Saratoga were imixised iii«>ii 
t wo-.ve:ir-olds in Eiigiand. His reply was: 

“I lion’t recall any two-year-old having lM‘en 
given that mueh. TIr* most I remember is nine 
stone twelve. 138. Before September 1 tliere are 
no handicaps for two-year-olds. In all two-year- 
old races run before tliat time the horses are kept 
pretty close togetlier. There are iieiialties, but no 
allowaiiees, excepting tliree iiounds for fillu's and 
geldings. The standard weight in tlie two-year- 
old stakes is 126 liouilds.’’ 

“They will have to ehaiige conditions lieie or 
tliey will h.ive no liorses. Tlie allowiinceH are too 
uiaii,v and tisi great.” interjected Jimmy Rowe, 
t'oiitiiiiiing .Mr. Joyner said: “Tliere are excep- 

tions — briediTs’ stakes. Tlie Sundown Stud Pro- 
diuv Stakes is one. In tliat event liorsi’S get allovv- 
anees aeeording to tlie fees of tlieir sires. In tlie 
Middle I’ark colts carry eight stone ten, 122; geld- 
ings and mares are allowed tliree laniuds, and ik‘u- 
ulties run from four to seven iKiunds.’’

in this country. Later the property came Into the 
(lossesslon of tlie Manice family, well known in Lmg 
Island and New York society for the last century- 

Exiierts lii gardens and floral culture avouch that 
the grounds contain some of the finest si>ecimens 
of rare species of Cedars of Lebanon, “weeping’’ 
elms, etc., in this country, wliile the box is un- 
surpassed in any of tlie famous Englisli or conti- 
nental royal ganlens. Tlie c1iiI>1iowh> aud grouiuLs 
are bequtiful in design, and in their charm and in- 
dividuality, as it were, a bit of old England trans- 
ferred intact to America. 

A gbtnee at tlie incorporators of the club, pub- 
lished as is customary in the Annual Club Book, 
sliows a roster of names seldom equaled by any 
club in tlie country. Many of tliese, the majority 
of them in fact, have passed to the great beyond, 
among tliem J. Pierpont Morgan, A. J. Cassatt, 
Frederic Bronson, 8.

INFLUENCE FELT AT MORRIS PARK. 

Organized to encourage an interest in racing among 
sportsmen of the best class, and thereby aid in the 
development of the American tlioroiighbred, its in- 
fluence was first felt at Morris Park during tlie 
days of the tenancy of that proiRTty by the West- 
cliester Racing Association. In 1905, when Belmont 
I’ark was opened, tlie club secured tlie so-called old 
"Manlee House” and grounds adjoining as its home. 

Hon. Perry Belmont was the first president of the 
club, but owing to absence abroad, relinquished the 
Iiosition some years ago, when F. K. Sturgis was 
elected to the office. Mr. Sturgis has for many 
years been vice-chairman of the Jockey Club, and 
is now most active in successfully developing the 
Breeding Bureau, an adjunct of tlie Jockey Club, 
wliose valuable service towards the improvement of 
tlie standard of tlie horse of New York state to 
tlie grade useful for army purposes is only now be- 
ginning to lie generally realized by tlie public and 
recognized as well by the United States goveru- 
iiieiit. 

Just ns there have lieen only two presidents of 
tlie club, Francis R. Appletutt and John E. Cowdin 
have been the only treasurers, C. E. La Moutagne 
and Capt. Joliii G. Livingston the only secretaries, 
and tlie late Gen. Bnij'ton Ives aud Henry W. Bull 
Hie only vice-presidents.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



The latest siiiiiinary of developiiieiits of the great 
war by the .AssiH-iateil Press is as follows: 

The British, after tlie victorious ilrive throiigli 
the Uindeiiburg defenses, are kiiorkiiig at tlie gates 
of Ciimbrai, but apparently are momentarily paus- 
ing before attempting to force an entrance. Pris- 
oners to tlie number of more than Ifi.tSIO and more 
than 100 guns iiave lieen taken by tliem in this 
advance. 

Betwei-n these two se<-tors another notable Ger- 
man retrograde morerooiit is in progress. The 
French jiressiire in the region north and east of 
X 0 .V 011 has fori’ed a German retirement on a wide 
front in this sei-tor and advances of five to seven 
miles have been scored by the French forces within 
the lust forty-eight Iiours. 

The town of Guiseard has been captured and tlie 
French liave pressed beyond until they are now a 
little more than two miles from the important road 
center of Ham. They are approaching Ham on 
both sides of the Somme and its speeily fall seems 
probable. The Germans here are apparently heading 
buck for the St. Quentin-La Fere line. 

The Franco -.American operations on the Tesle 
front has been extended farther eastward toward 
Rheims, and new crossings have been effectwl on the 
two and one-half mile front between A’entr.aux and 
•lonchery, seven miles west of Rheims. 

Meanwhile tlie center of greatest activity has 
shifted to tlie Franco-.Anierican front, where the 
Germans are in full retreat on a wide front north 
of the Veslc. with tlie French and Americans in |uir- 
siiic and reported as having reached the Aisne in 
their cliase. 

Between tlie Ailette and the Aisne the French 
also are gaining ground. Tliey hnve crossed the 
Aisne at several points nortlieast of Soissons and 
have taken the town of Missy-sur-Aisue on the 
north bank, wliere they were already in iswsession 
of Bney-le-Loiig. Farther north on this fnmt they 
have taken the towns of Braye and Clame<y. 

In the north tlie Germans are continuing to move 
hackwtird along tlie Flanders front. The British are 
accelerating the retirement by sharp attacks, in one 
of whieli Hiey raptured the village of Ploegsfeert. 
They liave regained their April line on tlii- southern 
part of this front fnim Neuve Uhaptdle to Giveneliy 
and have even niished beyond it in spots to the 
eastward of tSivenehy. 

Gen. Enoi-li Crowder, provost marshal general, 
said yesterday tiiat the national selective service 
machinery iiiiist sjieed up oitemtions immediately, 
to make it {Missible to get men from the new 18 
to 45 registration on the way to army cantonments 
by the end of October. Outlining changes in methods 
adopted to that end, Gen. Crowder said question- 
naires would go out to registrants before tlie drawing 
lias been conducted to determ lue their order of call, 
and that local boards would he iirgeil to begin 
classification immediately. (Juestiuns relating to tlie 
order of call and to the time of drawing Gen. 
(-'rowder set aside in discussing the subject, leaving 
only tile iiitiinatiuu that these would be amionueed 
shortly. 

Following every iwssible clew, government, state 
and city secret service anil isilice officials yester- 
day vigorously iiushed their investigation into every 
IMisKibility that might bring to justice tlie person 
or persons responsible for the death bomb exploded 
Wednesday in the Adams street entrance of the fed- 
eral building, killing four persons aud injuring 
thirty more. 

.A landslide at one of the drydoeks in the navy 
yard at Portsmouth, Va., yesterday burieil more 
than a dozen men. It is rejiorted unofficially tliat 
fourteen were kilk'd. 

TAie Boston Red Sox defeateil the Chicago Cubs 
in tlie opening game of the world series by a score 
of 1 to 0. Ruth pitched for Boston and A’aughn for 
tlie Cubs.

The government is very busy — it may be days be- 
fore tlie registration can be elieeked up aud it lie 
determined wlietlier or not YOU have registered. 
Don’t wait for this “checking up” — act as a man 
should, aud register on Sc‘ptember 12 without further 
notice.
